‘Said roads to be Spruce 
Head Island, Butter Milk Lane, the road between 
Keag and Georges River, Grierson Road and Ash 
Point Road. | oe 

The work to be done when convenient to those 
working under this plan. Some work to be done on 
all of the above roads if convenient to those who 
wish to work under this plan. | 

Should the appropriation ‘prove inadequate to 
meet the cost of material, the cash payment and the 
full time payment of a road commissioner, the road 
commissioner may appoint a competent man who is 
working under this plan to keep the time, count of 
- loads and to do the grading, etc., according to the 
road commissioner’s instructions. 'The road com- 
missioner may hire men and trucks to make up a 
convenient crew if necessary from among other tax- 
payers under the following regulation: (1) The 
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work done to go for the payment of taxes; (2) This 
work to be divided equally among tax payers and 
divided into two day shifts.

On April 7th, fire broke out at home of Hino 
Kaljanen at Seal Harbor, caused by a defective 
chimney, insured for $800.00, damage caused, $250.00 
loss.

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of men were hired, and with the help of many vol- 
unteers the fire was extinguished at a cost of $49.50. 

On August 27th, another forest fire started at 
Harrington Cove, not far from the first one, on land 
of Elbert Burton, which was extinguished at a cost 
of $50.89, owing to the severe drouth these were 
very dangerous forest fires, and it was deemed 
necessary to stop them as quickly as possible, if 
the cost was considerable.

Dog Taxes collected and paid to Treas. ($61.00.) 
Licensing of Dogs 


Every owner or keeper of a dog on the first day 
of April, more than four months old, shall annually 
before the tenth day of April, cause it to be regist- 
ered, and licensed for one year. Whoever keeps a 
dog contrary to the above, shall forfeit ten: dollars, 
five to be paid the complainant and five to the 
Treasurer of the town, and in addition shall pay 
the cost of prosecution. The Selectmen will issue 
a warrant to the Constable on the first day of May, 
directing him to kill all dogs not licensed. 

Please pay your dog tax when due and. avoid 
all other expense.

School Department 


Superintendent’s Report 


To the Superintending School Committee and 
to the Citizens of South Thomaston: 


This is my thirteenth annual report. 

At the opening of schools in September, there 
were two changes in our teaching force. Miss Mary 
Sleeper returned to Normal School and Miss Hooper 
resigned as teacher of the Bassick School to accept 
a position in Camden. ‘These teachers had given 
satisfaction, both being capable instructors and 
young women of the most exemplary character, 
who had endeared themselves to their pupils. To 
fill the positions thus vacated, Miss Arline Makinen 
was elected for the Primary School, and Miss Ethel 
Holbrook was chosen for the Bassick School. Both 
are natives of this town and deserve the highest 
praise for their excellent work. The other teachers 
were retained from last year but during the Autumn 
Miss Eleanor Beal resigned from the Seal Harbor 


School on account of poor health. Miss Beal worked 
earnestly and well with the pupils during the period 
of her service at Seal Harbor and I commend her 
as a good teacher. Mrs. Carr a former teacher who 
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now lives in Rockland and whose work is well 
known, was employed at the earnest request of 
parents. The teachers are, without exception, good 
instructors, and the progress of the pupils has been 
good. iy Sariey 
On the whole the discipline has been satis- 
factory. ‘There are, however, a few pupils, con- 
Spicuous because of the marked contrast, of their 
conduct to the general behaviour. ‘Teachers hesi- 
tate to use severity, and it occasionally happens that 
a parent resents the degree of firmness on the part 
of the teacher necessary to make naughty children 
behave. Disobedience and a tendency to incorrig- 
ibility in a pupil is not, as a rule, the fault of the 
teachers, and the presence of one or more problem 
children in a school do not constitute a course of 
complaint against teachers or school Officials. It 
is the purpose of all right-thinking persons in edu- 
cational work to guide such pupils into a line of 
conduct where they will be saved from the deplor- 
able but certain results of continued wrong doing. 


All parents or citizens, who instead of cooperating 
with the schools in proper corrective measures, re- 
sent efforts to control and im'prove the children, 
have no little responsibility in the event that the 
ill advised child reaps the inevitable results of his 
or her folly. , 

Sound modern methods of instruction are 
followed and any of the parents who may be able 
to visit the schools will be pleased .at the high. 
order of school work that may be seen there. Our 
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textbooks are up to date and of excellent character. 
No unusual expenditures for books or supplies are 
contemplated. 

By means of the Federal projects, the school- 
houses are in much better condition than they were 
one year ago. The Georges River schoolhouse is 
on a good permanent foundation and well painted. 
The Bassick School House is well painted and re- 
paired and a woodshed erected at the rear. A wood- 
shed was also erected at the rear of the Primary 
schoolhouse. 

Some repairs are needed this year. More black- 
board should be provided at the Bassick School. 
The interior of the Seal Harbor Schoolhouse should 
be painted. A few new seats here would be a real 
improvement. ‘Some work on the interior of the 
Village Schools is needed. 

The high school tuition still forms the largest 
item of school expense. 'The large sum owed to 
Rockland last spring has been paid and this years 
as covered by bills received last summer has been 
pretty well cleaned up. The town officials are to 
be complimented in their efforts to clear up these 
large bills. The tuition for 1934-35 will be some- 
what larger than that of the previous year. 

At the time when the books were closed, the 
Georges River was four weeks short of having com- 
pleted their 32 weeks in the period covered by the 
report and the Seal Harbor School was one week 
short. 'The delay of the former schools in opening in 
the fall was caused by the repairs on that school in 
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September and October. At the latter school the 
time was lost in the time between Miss Beal’s re- 
signation and Mrs. Carr’s election. — 

The kindness of the Committee and the town 
officials is appreciated as is the continued loyal 
support of the citizens of your town.
